WASHINGTON, December 22.—[Special.]— 
Speaker Crisp has finished his committees, 
and they will be announced to the house 
at noon tomorrow. 

There has been a good deal of alarming 
talk about the mutiny that will follow the fail- 
ure of the speaker to appoint Mr. Mills 
chairman of the ways and means committee 
and leader of the house. This talk is, how- 
ever, confined largely tothe columns of re- 
publican and mugwump newspapers. 

The speaker could not do other than he 
will tomorrow. After Mr. Mills sulking 
and ostracising himself, it would have been 
a piece of folly for the speaker to have 
placed him as leader of the party on the 
floor of the house, whatever his desires may 
have been. To have done so would have 
been to jeopardize his whole administration. 
In making up his committees, Speaker 
Crisp bas treated the supporters of the Texan 
handsomely, at the same time having due 
regard to strengthening the democratic party 
in the north. As a consequence, besides 
Mr. Mills himself, and perhapps one or two 
of his intimates, there will be no disgruntled 
ones. 

All Will Be Pleased. 

When the committees are read tomorrow 
It will be found that the new speaker has 
displayed great fairness in the distribution 
of the good committee places among his 
friends and supporters in the speakership 
fight. There may be soreness, but the 
speaker has manifested a spirit of fairness 
throughout, and the wisdom he has dis- 
played in the prodigious task of taking 
care of 237 democrats, involving an entire 
rearrangement of former systems of making 
up committees, will be apparent as soon as 
it is analyzed. 

Georgia Fares Well. 

Georgia has fared well in committee ap- 

pointments. Her members will probably be 


arranged this way: Mr. Turner goes back. 


Mr. Blount is to be 
chairman of foreign affairs. Colonel Lester 
is to be chairman of expenditures in the 
state departments and a member of rivers 
and harbors. Colonel Livingston goes on 
appropriations, a committee where’ he will 
have opportunity to make much _reputa- 
tion. Colonel Moses fares splendidly. He 
goes On agriculture, pensions and accounts. 
Colonel Winn fares equally well. He goes 
on private land 
both good committees. Colonel Everett 
likewise gets good assignments on the edu- 
cation committee and levees and improve- 
ments of the Mississippi river. Colonel Lawson 
takes the speaker’s old placeon the elections 
committee, a committee that will give him 
a splendid opportunity to make a reputa- 
tion. It is a position where able lawyers 
are most wanted. He also probably goes on 
expenditures in the department of justice, 
Mr. Watson goes on two good committees, 
and he will have ample opportunity to ex- 
hibit his abilities. He goes on the com- 
mittee on militia and the committee on 
the eleventh census, 

These appointments for the Georgians are 
all good, and each of them will undoubtedly 
read them with delight.

Speaker Crisp Coming Home, 

It is not probable that anything more 
than the announcement of the committees 
will be done in the house tomorrow. 
Speaker Crisp will leave for home tomor- 
row night, and will just reach Americus 
in time to eat a Christmas dinner with 
his family. He cannot stop over any- 
where. 

Chilean Affairs Serious. 

The situation regarding Chile is ominous. A 
number of dispatches, supposed to be of the 
greatest importance, have been received from 
Mr. Egan during the past few days, but the 
state department guards them with the 
utmost secrecy. Today Secretary Blaine was 
closeted with Senor Montt for several hours, 
but nothing can be learned as to the result of 
this conference, other than an assurance from 
the latter gentleman that he hopes for an 
amicable settlement of the controversy. 

Senator Morgan, of Alabama, whois one of 
the members of the senate committee on for- 
eign relations, is the only member of that body 
who cares to say anything at all upon the sub- 
ject of the Chilean imbroglio. He says with 
a great deai of positiveness that he knows that 
a settlement will be reached which will be sat- 
isfactory to both countries without the shed- 
ding of blood. 

Important Movements Expected. 

Within two weeks some very important 
movements may be expected. The provisional 
government of Chile will expire by limitation 
within the next ten days, and the United 
States will scarcely take any action looking to 
an enforcement of its demands until the new 
government of Chile is fully inaugurated. 
There is no apparent reason to believe that 
the new government will be any more favor- 
ably disposed toward the United States than 
that which now exists. But as soon as the 
change occurs the United States will bein a 
position to insist upon its demands for redress. 
In the meantime, in spite of the assertions 
of the navy department people to the 
contrary, there is every reason 
to believe that Secretary Tracy 
has taken the necessary stepsjto largely in- 
crease the naval force of the United States by 
pressing into service merchant vessels flying 
the United States flag, which might be used 
for transports, or which might be fitted up 
into gunboats. Negotiations of this character 
are, of course, conducted with the utmost se- 
crecy, but the administration is not inclined 
to be caught shorthanded if the crisis comes.

WASHINGTON, December 22.—In the senate, 
after the introduction of a number of bills, the 
resolution heretofore offered and reported back 
from the committee on contingent expenses 
for the increase of the messenger force of the 
senate was presented and agreed to. 

A communication from the court of claims, 
transmitting awards in certain French spolia- 
tion claims cases, was presented, and gave rise 
to a discussion as to the committee to which it 
should be referred. 

Finally the matter was referred to the com- 
mittee on Claims. 

Stanford Sworn In. 

Mr. Stanford, accompanied by his colleague, 
Mr. Felton, advanced to the clerk's desk and 
took the oath of oftice for his new senatorial 
term, and then introduced several bills, com- 
prising the following: To provide the govern- 
ment with means sufficient to supply the want 
of a sound circulating medium. For the ex- 
tension of the executive mansion. To en- 
courage co-operation in the District of Colums 
bia and to provide for the formation of associa 
tions for the purpose of conducting lawful 
business and dividing profits. 

The Employes’ Christmas. 

The house concurrent resolutions for the 
payment of the December salaries to employes 
of congress on the 24th instant, and for a holi- 
day recess from tomorrow until Tuesaay, Jan- 
uary 5th, was presented and concurred in, and, 
then aftera short executive session, and asa 
mark of respect to the memory of the late Kepre- 
sentative Ford, of Michigan, whose death dur- 
ing the last recess had been formally com- 
municated from the house, the senate, at 1:10 
o’clock, adjourned till tomorrow. 


INGALLS IS NOT A POSSIBILITY. 


Governor Humphrey Gives It Out in Ad- 
vance That He Will Not Appoint Him, 


TorrEKA, Kans., December 22.—[Special.]— 
Governor Humphrey arrived in Topeka to- 
night to find several delegations waiting to 
urge a successor to Senator Plumb. 

The hotel corridors, the statehouse and 
other public places have been alive with poli- 
ticians discussing the possible successor. To 
THE CONSTITUTION correspondent tonight 
Governor Humphrey said: 

‘I consider it in very bad taste for friends 
of Senator Plumb to be discussing his suc- 
cessor before his body is buried. I shall not 
discuss the matter until after the funeral 
obsequies. Then I will carefuily go over the 
entire field and select a man who will reflect 
most credit on the state and best serve the 
people, and who will be a credit to the repub- 
lican party.”’ 

W hen asked about Ingalls he said: 

‘‘If Senator Ingalls had remained steadfast 
to the republican party, and to his friends who 
went down with him. there would be no other 
name mentioned. Of course Senator Ingalls 
is not @ possibility.”’ 

The names of many men have been men- 
tioned who are not candidates. 
frequently mentioned‘ are ex-Congressmah 
Perkins, “Benjamin F. Simpson, Major J. K. 
Hudson, editor of The Daily Capital. Among 
the politicians who gather in the hotel lobbies 
there is but one expression. It is 
that Kansas could better have afforded 
to have lost Senator Plumb at any time during 
his senatorial career than at present. Wpon 
his shoulders had been placed the responsi- 
bility of securing for Kansas the legislation 
and the appointments needed to restore the 
state to the republicans. Itis admitted that 
his death isa sad blow to republican pros- 
pects. 

Since the defeat of Ingalls Senator Plumb 
has been regarded asthe only man who com- 
bined the leadership of the factions witha 
strong personal following.

SURROUNDED BY INSURGENTS. 


The Rumor That Garza Has Captured 
United States Troops. 

WASHINGTON, December 22.—The secretary 
of state has received a dispatch from the United 
States consul at Laredo, saying that Captain 
Hardee, of the Third cavalry, and his troop, 
together with a United States marshal, were 
surrounded near Fort Mackintosh, Tex., by a 
large body of Mexican insurgents, under 
Garza. No details are given, and it is not 
stated what followed the action of the insur- 
gents. It is, therefore, not known whether the 
Americans are at liberty, or are still prisoners, 
The matter was referred to the war depart- 
ment. 

A telegram was sent to General Stanley, 
commanding the department of Texas, anda 
reply was received saying that he had ordered 
troops to the scene of the reported trouble and 
would report later in the day. 

Army officials do not attach much signifi- 
cance to the consul’s telegram. ‘They think 
he was deceived bya rumor of trouble that 
had little foundation in fact.

Baron Yarlisbury Dies in a Barn in Min- 
nesota. 


ALBERT LEA, Minn., December 22,—Oscar 
Baron Wedel Yarisbury, of Christina, Nor- 
way, died ina barn here yesterday. He was 
a young man, known here as Oscar Wedel. A 
few days ago information came of the death of 
his father and his own succession to the 
barony. A remittance of $5,000 accompanied 
the letter. The new baron at once went on a 
spree, which ended in his death.

Against the Publishers of Her Husband's 
“Memoirs, ”’ 


SHE CLAIMS A VIOLATION OF CONTRACT 


And That She Has Not Received 
the Royalty Promised. 


SURETIES, ALSO, PROCEEDED AGAINST. 


Belford & Co. Ask Time to Prepare Their 
Briefin Reply to the Allegations, 
W hich Was Granted. 


New Yorx, !Decomber 22.—[Special.}— 
Mrs. Jefferson Davis is seeking an injunction 
to restrain Robert Belford from the further 

ublication of the memoirs of her husband, 
and to prevent him from transferring the con- 
tract. Through her attorneys, Hoadley, Lau- 
terbach & Johnson, she has begun an action 
in the superior court of this city to annul her 
contract with the Belfords, and to obtain the 
injunction, as stated above. She also asks the 
court to declare judgment in her favor for 
$4,000 due her as royalty on the 5,110 copies 
of the book sold. 

In her complaint Mrs. Davis alleges the in- 
solvency of Belford and his surety on the 
contract, Edward Lange. Several months 
ago Mrs. Davis brought suit against Belford 
and Lange for $10,000 damages for failure to 
comply with their contract. She now wants 
the contract annulled and wants to keep them 
from transferring itto any other publishing 
house. 

March 4th last, Mrs. Davis signed a contract 
with Robert Belford for the exclusive publi- 
cation of her husband’s memoirs. She was to 
receive a royalty of 124 per cent on each copy 
sold. Edward Lange, of the Trow Printing 
Company, became surety for Belford for $10,000 
for the faithful performance of the contract. 
In the contract it was stipulated that the 
statements were to be made to Mrs. Davis and 
settlements made with her every three months 
after the book was issued. Mrs. Davis says 
only one statement has ever been made to her. 
That showed that 5,110 copies of the book had 
been sold, but so far she has been unable to 
collect a dollar of her royalty. 

Mrs. Davis also sues for judgment against 
Edward Lange for $10,000, the amount of his 
surety. Both defendants demurred to her 
complaint, and the judge reserved his decision. 
Her attorneys are contident she will be able 
to annul the contract with Belford and pre- 
vent him from trausferring it to another party. 


MEYER LICKED CARROLL 


In the Light Weight Fight in New Orleans 
Last Night. 

New ORvEANSs, December 22.—Nearly four 
thousand persons attended the light-weight 
fightin the Olympic Club tonight between 
Meyer and Carro!]. The purse was $5,000, 
$4,500 to the winner and $500 to the loser. The 
men entered the ring promptly at 9 o’clock. 
Meyer won in the forty-third round: 

Five-ounce gloves were used. Carroll 
weighed 1384 and Meyer 138}. Nota blow was 
struck in the first round. Meyer got the first 
blood in the third round. In the early part of 
the fight Meyer was very cautious and Carroll 
did most of the fighting until the twenty- 
eighth round, when both men began to be 
wicked. 

In the thirty-fourth round Meyer began to 
be aggressive. In the forty-second round Car- 
roll was knocked down and remained down 
twenty seconds when the fight was given to 
Meyer.

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CHURCH AND SCHOOL, 


Condition of the Question in Different 
Countries of Europe. 

BERLIN, December 22,—AjCatholic prelate, 
who is deeply interested in the subject of pub- 
lic education, gives the following review of 
the policy-of the church toward state schools 
and of the present condition of the school 
question in the principal countries of Europe. 
The German center, favored by_ the present 
exceptional parliamentary situation, is on the 
point of resuming, both in the reichstag and in 
the press, its campaign in behalf of the 
right of the church touching a reduction in 
primary schools. 

Reconciliation in Germany. 

Since the resignation of Prince Bismarck, 
great reconciliation has been brought about 
between the Catholics and the government 
and the emperor. The center is now resolved 
to give ardent support to Emperor William’s 
social reforms and to his general policy, 
which iscommonly designated as ‘‘the new 
course.” Aided by their advantageous posi- 
tionin the reichstag and seconded by the 
episcopate of the entire country, the center 
deputies are going to make an effort to secure 
for the church wider intluence in the 
public schools. This programme of 
the deputies and of the bishops 
does not*propose that the church shail 
have free schools over wliich the state is to 
have norights, but it simply asks for the 
church a restoration of the position held by 
her in the public schools prior to 1873. _1n or- 
der to reach a thorough understanding of this 
campaign, which was begun some time ago 
by Windthorst, one shouid remember that the 
church in no wise denies the right of the state 
over the school, but does deny the right of the 
State toexcludethe co-operation of the church. 
What the Catholics of Germany have always 
maintained is that the church and state should 
co-operate peacefully and harmoniously in the 
management of secular and religious edu- 
cation. 

When Dr. Kopp, bishop of Breslau and rep- 
resentative of the holy seein the German em- 

ire, went to Rome to confer with the pope, 

e steadfastly defended this view, claiming 
that the state school principle should not be 
discussed. The bishops, in their conferences 
at Fulda, adopted the same programme, which 
the center now proposes to carry out in the 
reichstag. 

The Policy in Austria. 

A similar policy has been adopted by the 
church of Austria. For the past four year 
the Austrian Catholics, under the guidance of 
Prince Liechtenstein, have constantly acknowl- 
edged the same principles and defended the 
same doctrine. In the reichsrath, in the sen- 
ate and at the conferences of the bishops, they 
have ever been unanimous in demanding that 
the government should show due respect for 
the rights of the church, though never ques- 
tioning the state’s own rights, 

In France legisiation has entirely banished 
religidus instruction from the public schwuols, 
which are non-sec tous and com-

| cussions on the law, especially during those in 


‘the senate, the Catholic members, without 
ceasing to adhere to the new system, sought to 
secure the rights of both church and state by 
proposing divers amendments. These efforts, 
owever, all came to naught, owing to the op- 
position of the republican party. 
How It Stands in Italy. 

In Italy scholasticilegislation is regulated 
by a royal decree in virtue of which every 
township is required to havea public school, 
which is obligatory, and in which religious in- 
struction is given to those children only whose 
parents expressly demand it. Practically, this 
law is very troublesome and very prejudicial, 
for religious instrvction is thereby made to 
depend entirely upon municipal boards and 
upon the way in which the law is applied. 

At Miian and at Rome recourse has been had 


to the popular vote in the hope of facilitating * 


religious instruction and of obtaining some 
remedy for the present state of affairs, in which 
& great majorityof parents negligently forget 
to make the explicit demand required by law. 
With the view to having the law applied in 
this sense and to procuring religious instruction 
fer the greatest possible number of children, 
the pope has given permission to Italian Cath- 
olics to take part in administrative elections. 
In Rome itself the pope has founded a great 
many free schools, but they absorb consider- 
able money and the same plan could not be 
successfully executed elsewhere. Hence a 
concerted effort is everywhere being made to 
—— religious instruction in public schools 

ya prudent compliance with the circum- 
stances. 

A Summary. 

From the facts here given, it would appear: 
First, that the Catholic church does not pfac- 
tically contest the right of the state over the 
primary school, and that this im- 
plied recognition is especially ad- 
mitted in German-speaking countries. 
Second, that the church everywhere strives 
to have religious instruction given in public 
schools by adapting herself to the existing 
laws; thirdiy, that the church never con- 
demns to the deprivation of sacraments those 
who send children to public schools in which 
there is no immediate danger to faith 
or morals ; fourth, that a state school in which 
religious instruction is given seems to be the 
practical ideal of Catholic parties of the con- 
tinent, 


EXCITEMENT AT WATERFORD, 


Where the Parnellites and McCarthyites 
Are Struggling for Supremacy. 


DuB.Lin, December 22.—As the time draws 
near for the polling in the Waterford election, 
which will be held tomorrow, the feeling on 
both sidesruns higherand higher, and the 
signs all indicate trouble. Several prominent 
members of both factions of the Irish parlia- 
mentary party are in Waterford working ener-

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A THICK LONDON FOG. 


Even Electric Lights Fail to Penetrate 
Its Gloom. 


PEOPLE GROPING THEIR WAY THROUGH, 


And Vehicles of All Descriptions 


Moving Slowly... 


"SEVERAL SERIOUS ACCIDENTS CAUSED, 


A Mail Coach Runs Into a Lake—Business 
Partially Suspended—No Boats Run- 
ning on the Thames, 


LONDON, December 22.—Intensely cold 
weather continues throughout England and is 
causing more or less distress everywhere. 
Most of the lakes and water on lowlands where 
the Thames overflows its banks are covered 
with strongice. In London the weather is 
beastly. Aside from the intense cold the city 
is covered, almost obliterated, by a thick, 
choking fog. Itis impossible to see more than 
ahand’s length ahead and in consequence 
thereof all traffic on the river has been gus- 
pended, greatly delaying loading and unload- ; 
ing vessels. It is so thick and black 
that electric and gaslights cannot 
dispel the gloom and the driving of 
vehicles in thé streets is about as dangerous as 
navigating vessels on the river. Very few ve- 
hicles are moving and it may be said that all 
business except that which is carried on in 
doors is at a standstill. 

Several Accidents. 

Several accidents caused by the fog have 
been reported. The Brighton mail coach got 
off the road on Thornton.heath, drove into a 
pond and stuck there in daytime until help 
reached the occupants. 

A fog of the same character prevails all over 
the country. It isso heavy on the Clyde that 
all traffic on the river above, Greenock has been 
suspended.

STEAMSHIP BURNED, 


But Fortunately No Lives Were Lost by the 
Disaster. 


Lonpon, December 22.—The North German 
Lloyd steamer Spree, Captain Willigerod, 
which left New York December 15th for Bre- 
men, passed Scilly islands this morning, and 
signaled that the steamship Abyssinia, of the 
Guion line, which sailed from New York on 
the 13th instant under command of Captain 
Murray, bound for Liverpool, has been burned 
at seajin latitude 49, north; longitude 29, 
west. 

The Spree signaled also that all on board the 
steamship were saved. The date of the burn- 


| ing of the Abyssinia, however, was not sig- 


naled. 
Passengers and Crew Safe. 

SouTHAMPTON, December 22.—The North 
German Lioyd steamer Spree, with the pas- 
sengers and crew of the burned steamer 
Abyssinia on board, arrived here at a late 
hour tonight. 

It appears that the passengers aboard the 
Abyssinia first heard of the fire last Friday 
afternoon. The steamer was then on fire at 
both ends. Three hours afterward the steamer 
Spree was sighted and she was asked to take 
off the Abyssinia’s passengers and crew. The 
Spree immediately sent her boats to the rescue 
and all on board were safely transferred to the 
Spree with the exception of one seaman, who 
jumped overboard and was drawned. 

As there was then not the slightest chance 
of saving the Abyssinia she was abandoned 
and the Spree proceeded on her voyage. 

Perfect discipline was maintained about the 
Abyssinia, and there was no excitement among 
the passengers on the discovery of fire. The 
rescued passengers are full of gratitute for the 
kindness with which they were treated by the 
captain of the Spree, to whom they have pre- 
sented a testimonial. 

What the Abyssinia Carried. 

New York, December 22:—The steamer 
Abyss nia had §a crew of eighty men and car- 
ried eighteen cabin and thirty-eight steerage 
passengers. The boat was worth $200,000 and 
carried a valuable general cargo, one item ef 
which was 1,223 bales of cotton. 


A Steamer Wrecked. 

Lowpon, December 22.—A boat marked 
‘‘Cavalier’ and a number of pieces of new 
wood, which evidently had not long been in 
the water, have been picked up off Scilly 
islands, and itis believed that the steamer 
Cavalier, which left Gibraltar December 8th 
for Falmouth, has been lost.

THE BANK OF GREENVILLE. 


Failure of One of the Oldést Institu- 
tions of Mississippi. 


GREENVILLE, Miss., December 22.—[Spe- 
cial.]—At 3 o’clock this afternoon this city was 
shocked from center to circumference by the 
announcement that the Bank of Greenville 
had suspended. The news spread rapidly over 
the city. Men congregated in groups about 
the building, endeavoring to gain some —= 
tive information as to what had been done. 
At about 4 o'clock a notice was posted on the 
front door which read: | 

‘This bank has been placed in the hands of 
a receiver by the chancery court of Washing- 
ton county, Mississippi,”’ to which was at- 
tached the signature of W. A. Pollock, its 
president. 

At first the news was discredited by many, 
being prone to believe in the staunch institu- 
tion, which had been the backbone of this sec- 
tion of country, and around which circled the 
commercial interests, and who looked to it 
for aid in times of distress and financial needs. 
The bank was organized in 1869 and _ incor- 
porated in 1888 with a capital of $250,000. 

It is believed thatthe assets of the bank 
will pay all liabilities. W. A. Pollock has 
been appointed receiver, and all outstanding 
indebtedness due the bank will be vigorously 
pushed. The depositorsof the bank do not 
seem to be uneasy about their deposits, be- 
lieving that they will be fully paid-up.

A Suggestion for the Season. 

Yesterday the holidays threatened to be 
slushy; today they may promise to be full of 
sunshine, Yet, it is all one—rain or sun- 
shine Christmas will come, and it will be 
full of sweetness and light to those who 
enter fully into the spirit of the time, 
and whose circumstances enable them to 
take advantage of all the opportunities 
of doing good that are offered. 

Sloppy or sunshiny, Christmas is Christ- 
mas; its enjoyments and its duties are 
the same. Happy the men and women 
who have learned that the highest en- 
joyment to be wrested from the season is 
the giving of joy to others. Some have 
learned this lesson, but not all. Sacri- 
fice isthe symbol of Christianity, and a 
little self-sacrifice for the benefit of 
others on Christmas Day will give to the 
season its full significance. 


Mills the Gauge and Test. 

During the contest for the speakership the 
curious arguments and queer statements ad- 
vanced in behalf of Mr. Mills caused THE 
CONSTITUTION to inquire, with all the seri- 
ousness of an earnest seeker after interesting 
information, why it is that the views and 
utterances of the distinguished Texan, above 
and beyond those of any other person, 
should be made the measure and gauge of 
democratic doctrine. Naturally we have 
never received any reply to this question. 
The mugwump organs and the democratic 
editors who have a fondness for mugwump- 
ism vouchsafe us no information, but pro- 
ceed on the assumption that political infalli- 
bility, such as Mr. Mills possesses, is itsown 
explanation. 

Yet such is not the case. The great ma- 
jority of democrats in this country are ac- 
customed to do a little thinking on their 
own account. They are thecommon people, 
and the common people have a good deal of 
horse sense. They cannot understand why 
all hope of tariff reform or of democratic 
suécess should depend on whether Mr. Mills 
succeedg in controlling legislation as 
speaker’ or as chairman of the ways and 
means committee. Nor can any other 
healthy-minded and sensible democrat un- 
derstand it. . 

During the contest for speaker the coun- 
try was informed that all hope of tariff re- 
form or democratic success in 1892 was in- 
volved in the election of Mr. Mills. His 
defeat would mean the defeat of the party. 
When he was defeated the apostles of per- 
sonalism retreated to another position. 
They said that if Mr. Mills was made chair- 
man of the ways and means committee, with 
practical control of democratic legislation, 
all would be well—otherwise all would be 
chaos and ruin. One would suppose that 
this sort of thing would be disagreeable to 
Mr. Mills—that he would make haste to 
correct the impression which these ridic- 
ulous utterances are calculated to make on 
the public mind; but his attitude since 
his defeat leaves no room for two opinions. 

From the very first the friends of Mr. 
Mills have made a blind belief in him a test 
of democracy, and they are ready to push 
this test to its logical limits, which would 
give us a democratic party composed of Mr. 
Mills and a few mugwumps. The Charles- 
ton News and Courier, which has forgotten 
everything about democracy except the idea 
of tariff reform, is already prepared to set 
up this test. ‘If Mr. Crisp,’’ it says, 
“should appoint Mr. Mills to a second place 
on the tariff reform committee, we shall 


-know what kind ofan earnest tariff reformer 


Mr. Crisp is, and how little he meant when 
he told the democratic caucus that his elec- 
tion as speaker meant ‘no step backward’ in 
tariff reform.”’ 

Observe the character of the test. Mr. 
Mills is not only the democratic party—he 
is tariff reform itself, and nothing can go on 
without him. Itis a mystery to us why 
democratic editors should so far forget their 
dignity and the duty they owe the party as 
to write such ridiculous stuff. 

The election of Mr. Crisyf means that, so 
far as he can prevent it, there will be no 
backward step in tariff reform, if Speaker 
Crisp and the democrats in congress can 
prevent it by a firm, consistent and con- 
servative legislative policy.

There are very old men in high places, 
and rich old men, who are expected to die 
in a short time, but to the surprise of every- 
body they generally live on indefinitely, 
while younger men are cut down by the 
grim reaper.

If people are deter- 
mined to slip into dead men’s shoes they 
need not count on the speedy taking off of 
the old and feeble. Younger men who are 
fortunately placed are just as likely to go. 
The robust man whois apparently built to 
weather the storms of four score winters 
falls suddenly like some sturdy oak shat- 
tered by the live thunder, while the physical 
wreck outlives him by a generation.

BUD SUMMERS PASSED THE WEEK. 


He Came Up onthe Georgia Road Saturday 
Night with Conductor Jones, and 
Got Off at Lithonia. 


Bud Summers was not kidnaped. 

Neither did he p&ss the week of that mys- 
terious absence from Lithonia in a log cabin, 
guarded by two brigands. 

Unfettered and unknown by those around 
him, he lived the week on railroads and in 
hotels, where good cocktails and bills of fare 
were abundant. 

He did not walk back to Lithonia. 

But rode back on the Georgia road fast mail 
Sunday morning. 

And got on at Augusta Saturday night. 

Captain Bailey Jones, one of the best known 
conductors on the Georgia road, brought Sum- 
mers up and does not hesitate tosay that he 
left the train at Lithonia Sunday morning. 

With that declaration of Conductor Jones, 
that sensatiional story Summers told when he 
reached Lithonia Sunday evaporates. 

The Georgia brigands prove to be a myth. 

And the log hut in the woods of Gwinnett 
fades into nothingness. 

Summers’s story was one of the most re- 
markable ever given tothe public. But the 
manner in which he told it would have con- 
vinced almost any one that it was literally true 
had it been less remarkable. One of Summers’s 
greatest virtues was his truthfulness, and those 
who have been associated with him for years 
have always had the most implicit confidence 
in his statements, 

Even the wonderful story he told of his 
kidnapers found many believers in Lithonia, 

But since Conductor Jones has told his 
story the faith in Summers’s statement is 
growing jess. 

On the trainon which Summers came up 
Saturday night were two Atlanta men who 
knew Summers, one of them knowing him 
quite well. They both saw Summers on the 
train and both recognized him.

Will Build in Atlanta. 
GENERAL SOUTHERN HEADQUARTERS, 


An Important Step Affecting Powerfully 
the Electrical Development ofthe South- 
ern States—Magnitude of the Work. 


_ The Thomson-Houston Electric Light and 
Power 


Company, through its southern 
agent, Mr. H. E. W.' Palmer, has just 
taken steps which will have a great effect 
upon the development of Georgia and the 


south. 
This step is the purchase of ground 
for the erection of a general southern 


depot and repair shops. 

Few people realize the extent of the de- 
yelopments which have been made in the 
southeastern states within the last few 
years by the agency of electrical appli- 
ances. It would be a revelation to know 
how many thonsand men have been put to 
work on electric car lines, electric 
light works and electric power plants, 
within the Jast five years. The number 
of miles of electric railway track built 
and equipment put up within the last two 
years would astonish everybody. 

Take one example. The Tribune Almanac 
for 1891 says Atlanta has three 
and a half miles of electric car 
track, while the engineer’s reports 
for the Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany alone show that now, before the close 
of 1891, there are forty-two miles of electric 
railways. All this was built by the Thom- 
son-Houston company, and this is only one 
feature of their work. Another is the con- 
struction for the Georgia Electrical Power 
Company of a plant which will furnish 
3,000-horse power for the use of the city. 
Still another feature is the building of the 
electric light works for the company, which 
large force of ands. 
Altogether, hundreds of men _ have 
been put to work in Atlanta 
by the agency of the Thomson-Houston com- 
pany. : 

The work in Atlanta is one ofa series of 
great accomplishments. Something on the 
same order has been done in Birmingham, 
Augusta, Memphis, Mobile and other neigh- 
boring cities. The magnitude of this work 
has pushed the Thomson-Houston company 
successively from the little office on the De- 
catur side of the Kimball house, where it be- 
gan in 1888, to the old Western Union office on 
Wall, and then to the whole upper floor of the 
Gould building, with repair shops on Ivy 
street. Now they find an _ extensive 
warehouse a necessity, and they 
propose to build one. 

Negotiations between Mr. Palmer and 
Messrs. W. A. Hemphill and J. 8S. Todd, the 
former owners of the site of the new building, 
were conducted by Mr. Forrest Adair, who 
finally brought the parties together, and 
closed the trade last week. After thorough 
examination of the title, the deed was made 
yesterday. 

Thelotis atthe corner of Marietta street 
and Jones avenue, with a frontage of 143 feet 
on Marietta, and the same on the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, witha depth of 150 feet. 
The price is not given, but runsup into the 
thousands. 

The building to be erected will be a substan- 
tial structure of three or four stories, with 
ample storage room forall sorts of electrical) 
supplies in the street railway, motor, electric 
light and mining departments. 

In the repair shop on Ivy twenty men have 
been at work for some time. A larger num- 
ber will be employed at the shopsin the new 
building, and the offices in the Gould bnilding 
will be retained. 

A large stock of street railway supplies will 
be carried in thenew warehouse, and the col- 
lateral demand fopw car bodies will be very 
large. These have to be shipped froma dis- 
tance of five to eight hundred miles, and the 
freight is quiteanitem. There ishardly a 
doubt that this fact will call into life the col- 
lateral enterprise of car building on a large 
Scale. It will have the protection that exists 
in the freight difference, and that aloneisa 
good protiton acar. Inthesame way other 
collateral enterprises wiil be built up, and 
there is notelling how large a development 
this — ‘of the Thomson-Houston company 
will lead to.

No Children in Atlanta Will Be Without 
a Christmas Present. 


THE WORK THAT WAS DONE YESTERDAY. 


By Tonight There Will Beas Many Contri- 
butions as the Committee Can 
Take Care Of. 


The idea of making this everybody’s Christ- 
mas has taken hold of the popular heart, and 
there is no kind of doubt that vhe plan will be 
carried into execution on a grander scale than 
was dreamed of ut first. 

Just think what an idea it is—that no child 
in Atlanta, white or black, shall go through 
Christmas without some happy reminder of the 
day. 

The evidences of a liberal outpouring of 
goods and money for this purpose came thick 
and fast yesterday morning. Mr. Hampton, 
the chairman of the committee, was constantly 
pelted with messages offering contributions or 
personal assistance. He soon realized that this 
was going to be a big affair, and 
with several other members of the com- 
mittee, he began to look about for 
the best means of making the work thorough. 
A visit was made to the mayor’s office and 
aftera conference with Mr. Mahoney, the 
commissioner of public works, Mayor Hemp- 
hill offered the use of thirteen two-horse 
wagons and teams to distribute the goods on 
Christmas Day. A half a dozen or more 
private vehicles have been offered and there 
will be no lack of means to distribute the 
goods. 

Then came up the important matter of find- 
ing out where to place the contributions. 
Several thousand families are to be located 
and on short notice. 

A call was made qn Chief Connolly at 
police headquarters, and he agreed to get re- 
ports in detail through the men on the evening 
and night watches, and have ready this morn- 
ing alist of the families to whom presents 
could properly be sent on Christmas Day. 
Chief Connolly is a member of the com mittee 
in charge of this work and takes a deep 
interest in the matter. He suggested 
that Mrs. Brittain, who is already 
doing a good work in this line, would be glad 
to co-operate with the committee. ‘Look at 
the goods sent here for her to distribute,’’ 
said he. “The building is full of them, and 
she has about two hundred dollars in money 
that came from voluntary contributors.” 

Mrs. Brittain happened to be at the station 
house and told how Christmas contributions 
for the poor were pouring in from all sorts of 
people. She said many ladies had asked the 
privilege of providing presents for one family 
each, and she had furnished the names of some 
deserving ones. ‘‘That wi!] simplify your work 
a good deal,”’ said she to Mr. Hampton. “We 
mustgget up a full list of the cases to be pro- 
vided for, and you will find the reople ready to 
take care of them. Here is a letter I wish you 
would read. It isfrom a working manon small 
wages whosends me $10. ‘The tin and copper 
workers of the East ‘Tennessee shops send me 
$25 for fuel, and the men in one of the gen- 
eral shops of the same company send me $25 
in gold to be usedjfor fuel. I have spent $15 of 
that, and wi!l soon place the otherten. My 
coal bill for the poor will amount to $75 alto- 
gether.” 

She ended by saying she would attend the 
cominittee meeting at half-past 4. 

A conterence was held with Chief Sanitary 
Inspector Veal, who agreed to get his men to 
make out lists of the cases to be provided for 
in their respective districts. These lists and 
those of the policemen will be consolidated and 
added to the lists brought in from the church 
committees. By working in this systematic 
way it is believed that the whole city will be 
very thoroughl: provided for. The churches 
are especially requested to make out lists of all 
the poor of their acquaintance and bring them 
to the committee at No. 2 South Broad street, 
next the bridge. Suitable presents to cover 
these lists will be turned over to the church 
committees, who will be requested to dis- 
tribute that part of the supplies. The com- 
mittee will have distributing depots in each 
ward, with plenty of wagons and vehicles to 
carry Christmas presents tothe places where 
they should go. In each place there will be a 
local committee to look after the distribution. 

Several cases of dire distress were reported 
to Mr. Hampton yesterday, among them a 
good woman who has three children, without 
food or fuel and without money to pay. rent. 
As a rule these cases have to be hunted up, 
for few of them wi!l ask for help until they 
are in the last extremity. 

The Afternoon Meeting. 

The afternoon meeting of the committee was 
attended by one of the best working coteries 
ever gathered together.

My regular washwoman came around 
and got the regular week’s wash Monday, and 
on Wednesday she came back and said that 
she could not do it forthe regular price I had 
been paying her. I refused to give her the 
price she asked, and she brought the things 
back and I gave them outto another woman. 
She did exactly as the first one, and, as a re- 
suit, I did not have any washing done at all 
last week.’’ 

This lady’s neighbors complain of the same 
treatment. As aresult John Chinaman and 
the steam laundries have received a larger 
share of patronage than usuai.

HE DOES THE TALKING FOR IT 


And Is Quoted as the Man in Authority. 
Bankers Have Confidence in 
Him. 


New Yorx, December 22.—[Special.}]— 
General Samuel ‘Thomas has assured the stock 
holders of the Richmond Terminal Company 
that there shall be no assessment on the stock- 
and this assurance has restored confidence in 
Terminal securities. The stcck is advancing, 
and wany buying orders are coming in frou 
the south. 

The South Has Confidence in Him. 

This is a surprise to Wal! street,as it was be- 
lieved that southern inves ors would look with 
disfavor on the overthrow of the Inman dy- 
nasty and the success of General Thomas. Wall 
street bankers, however, have more confidence 
in Thomas than they have in Inman, and it is 
understood that they have assured him of that 
fact in a substantial way. 

Practically in Control. 

General Thomas is now practically in con- 
trol of the company, and it is believed he wil! 
make a number of changes in the system of 
management. 3 
The Central Board Discusses the Matter. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., December 22.—[Special.]— 
A special meeting of the directors of the Cen- 
tral railroad was held this afternoon. Those 
from out of town present were: E. P. Howell 
and H. T. Inman, of Atlanta; U. B. Harrold, 
of Americus, and C. H. Phinizy, of Augusta. 
After a conference of over two hours, President 
Alexander and some of the directors stated 
that nothing new or of special interest to 
the public had been done. The meeting was 
called, they said, to take formal action on cer- 
tain matters. 

After this was done there was the usual dis- 
cussion of railroad affairs. Colonel Phinizy 
said that certain accounts, which had not been 
closed at the time of the lease, had been closed 
up today. He holds that Mr. Inman will re- 
main at the head of the Terminal! and Danville 
systems, and will conform his policy to the 
Brice-Thomas element. The money is here 
for the Central dividend, he declared, and it 
will be paid promptly and without any trouble. 

An Inside Niew. 

Another prominent director, whois largely 
identified with the Terminai deals, when 
asked what the rise in Terminal stocks meant, 
said:

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Two More Kinds Were Issued from 
the Department Yesterday, 


MAKING THEIR USE CONVENIENT 


To Every One—A Report of Postmaster 
General Wanamaker, in Which He 
Makes Important Suggestions, 


Two new sizes of postal cards went into ef- 
fect yesterday. 

Yesterday morning the postoffice department 
was ready to issue them to postmasters, to be 
known as ‘‘A’’ and “*C’’ cards respectively, in 
addition tothe “B,” the one now in current 


use. 
The A will be of fine quality of loft-dried 


paper; the C of a strong, finely finished jute 


paper. 
The former will be pearly gray in color and 
2 15-16 by 48 inches in dimension, with a por- 
trait of General Grant in the upper right-hand 
corner. The card will be printed in dark blue. 
The C wili be light manilla, 3}?x64 inches, 
designed very much like the other new card. 
Postwasters will not be permitted under any 
circumstances to redeem postal cards in the 
hands of the public, nor to exchange one kind 


for another. 
It Is Interesting. 
Postmaster General Wanamaker has issued 
a postal guide, the only official organ of the 


posiotiice departinent. 
It was received at the railway mail service 
yesterday, and in itis a number of matters of 


interest. 
He makes several important recommenda- 


tions. 

Que is that physical examinations of appli- 
cants should be made for the heavy work of 
the railway mail. 

“T should tike,”’ said he, ‘‘to see a branch of 
the dead letter office established in San Fran- 
cisco, to save the time and expense of trans- 
fer and retransfer across the continent.” 

A very general extension of the money or- 
der system is advised and a number of reasons 
given. 

The adaptation of the telephone to the pos- 
tal system is heartily recommended. 

The lottery towns come in fora great deal 
of attention. 

From all over the United States but 686 let- 
ters containing lottery tickets were received 
at the dead letter oftice from December, 180, 
to last October, an average of sixty-two 
amonth. At present the average is less than 
forty, which shows that the anti-lottery bill is 
being enforced. 

This enforcement, however, curtailed the 
revenue of the revenue service more than one 


million dollars last year. 
Here is a statement, the truth of which is 


not generally known: 

“Only oncein a quarter of a century—in 
1882-1883, just prior to the inauguration of two- 
cent postage—have the department receipts 
met the expendituros. Theestimates for 1893, 
which have been prepared for the action of 
congress at the coming session, show that the 
wervice may be made to reach a self-sustaining 
basis by July 1, 1893.”’ 

In the additional railway postal service es- 
tablished during the vear, the south comes in 
forafull share. Of the 8,000 miles increase, 
three-fourths were applied to western and 
southern states, the south having 2,400 miles. 

The postmaster general meets the views of 
a big number in what he has to gay about the 
telegraph. 

‘I want to see,’’ he remarks, ‘‘the two great 
Fervauts of the people, the postofiice and the 
te;egraph, reunited. and the telephone brought 
in to enhance the value of the combination. 
Public interests, private needs, and the popular 
will call for these agencies to perfect the great 
postal system of this country. Sixty-four 
millions of people are taxing themselves today 
to the amount of $70,000,000 annually to main- 
tain the postoffice plant, and are denied the 
right to vitalize this magnificent machinery 
With the mightiest force which science has 
— to render that machinery most ‘effec- 

ve. 

As to reducing letter postage to a uniform 
rate of 1 cent, Mr. Wanamaker has to say: 

“To do this means exactly that the depart- 
ment will lose one-haif of the receipts from 
letter postaze. One-half would be $20,716,- 
064.75. I have heretofore stated that 1 cent 
pone will be successfully demanded in time. 

believe that time is not far off. It would not be 

just and fair to a service upon which every ef- 
fort has been spent for two years to make it 
self-sustaining, and which now promises to be- 
come so in the next fiscal year, to heap upon 
it, the instant the balance sheet becomes clear, 
a burden of millions.’’ 
- The postmaster general believes that letter 
carriers should not be weighed down like pack 
horses; that railway postal clerks should be 
paid for the dangers they face daily; that it is 
wrong to pay a fourth-class postmaster $100 a 
year who has to pay $200 for titting his oftice 
with boxes, and that rural delivery should be 
widely extended, 

Then comes a valuable item regarding news- 
papers which he says could be carried free. 

‘It is possible from July 1, 1893, to take off 
the entire tax on newspapers, except for city 
delivery, if all books of every kind are placed 
onalevel with othor merchandise and the 
comer may be reduced by consolidating 
ourth-class matter with the third-class.

rhe Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, December 22.—The stock market 
was again decidedly strong today, while the amount of 
business done was maintained at the largest figures 
the result ofthe day’s operations being to lift the 
entire list, while many of the active shares and several 
of the less prominent stocks were advanced heavily. 
The day was marked by the renewal of late buying tor 
inside account in many ofthe leading groups of stocks, 
Gould’s being especially conspicuous for strength, 
whose effect was enhanced by their late sluggishness 
in the face of the general strength of the market. The 
realizing sales of yesterday had their effect this morn- 
ing in sales, apparently largely for European account, 
but this movement was of comparatively short dura- 
tion, and offerings were quickly observed when the 
whole market gathered strength, and an upward move- 
ment then inaugurated, which lasted till the close of 
business. There was fresh bullish talk from the 
Grand Central depot and New York Centra!, and fora 
time le@ the advance, while it reached nearly to the 
best price of the year. Buying by the west was the 
most noticeable, and the Grangers were again very 
prominent in dealings, and, among the high-priced 
shares, Omaha was leader in the pointof auvance. 
The Richmond and West Point securities were much 
less prominent in the market, and that fora few days 
past nothing but common stock and bonds were 
active, while stocks showed some weakness after its 
substantia! rise of yesterday. The Industrials were 
quiet, but Cotton Oil stocks were again strong, and 
reached the best prices since the reorganization, not- 
withstanding the denial ofthe rumor of the dividend 
on preferred at an early date. The general list opened 
down on the heavy pressure, and while mostof the 
stocks yielded smal! fractions, Delaware and Hudson 
was off 1 per cent. The market was held well, however, 
and the evidences of support in leading shares early 
became apparent. The whole list gradually gathered 
strength, and before noon an upward movement was 
in full swing with Missouri Pacific easily the leader. 
Vanderbilts, Grangers and specialties joined in; and 
last, to show the effects of the new buying, there were 
Villards, Northern Pacific preferred becoming the 
special feature of the market in the last hour. Every- 
thing but Richmond and West Point shared in the 
movement, and the market finally closed active and 
strong at the highest prices of the day. The final gains

NEW YORK, December 22.—[Special.]—Spot sales in 
Liverpool after the close yesterday were 3,000 bales— 
today 10,000 bales. Futures are from 1442-64d lower. 
A private cable reports that spinners are disposed to 
stock up freely at present prices, while the course of 
the future market indicates some nervousness on the 
part of those speculatively long as to the course of re- 
ceipts and prices atter the New Year. Our own mar- 
ket opened 142 points lower than yesterday as a result 
of the decline in Liverpool, but despite receipts of 
60,000 bales, against 52,000 bales last year, prices had 
up to? o’ciock improved about 5 points, Such stabil- 
ity in the ‘ace of the phenomenally big deliveries on 
cotton at the ports shows one of two things--either a 
short interest much larger than had been supposed at 
these prices, or a fresh demand for cotton based 
upon renewed confidence in the often pre- 
dicted falling off in receipts after the New Year. The 
holiday week always brings liberal shipments to close 
up accounts for the year, and receipts at this time are 
nvariably disregarded as an indication of the size of 
the crop. Onur southern advices express continued ad- 
herence to short crop ideas. The reports reaching us 
from the commercial travelers who, at this season gen- 
erally return to their homes, c: nfirm fuily , revious ad- 
vices of the rapid marketing o. the crop. So unani- 
mous is the testimony to thie effect that it is nmpossi- 
ble to disregard it; and then the most aggressive bears 
have not the courage to do. so until the New Year shall 
shed further light upon a question as much in doubt 
now as it was two mouths ago—namely, the size of this 
year’s American cotton crop. After 2 o’clock the mar- 
ket was dull and without change of importance. The 
closing was steady a point or two below the highest. 
The bears are obviously disappointed at the January 
liquidation, and the only conciusion is that the cotton 
is being taken for investment at current differences as 
compured with the distant positions. Many of our 
more important traders are leaving the city for the 
holidays and but little change is looked for until after 
New Year.

NEW YORK, December 22—Liverpool was again 
very steady, as our friends tell us generally encouraged 
by the better reports from Manchester. Our direct 
cable from this latter source confirms such conditions, 
our friends telling- us that spinners have now a fair 
working margin. Here we were lower for no appre- 
ciable cause, it being generally known and expected 
that the receipts would be in the neighborhood of 
60,C0U0 bales, which they have proven to be, New Or- 
leans showing 7,000 or 8,000 bales more than had been 
expected, Shortly after the opening prices improved, 
and the market has been maintained until the close. 
There hus been fair covering by local shorts, owing to 
the near approach of the holidays.

THE CHICAGO MAKKET 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, December 22.—Duliness and weakness 
were the leading features in trading in all the pits on 
the board of trade today. The near approach of the 
holiday season and disinclination on the part of the 
operators to do more than even up the lines which 
they already had out, were responsible for this state of 
affairs. This is intensified by the fact that at the close 
of business Thursday the board will adjourn until the 
following Monday, and operators deem itimprudent to 
have out unprotected lines in the meantime,either short 
or long, as the situation might be revolutionized in 
the interim. Wheat was dull end weax almost from 
the opening till the cicsing. Nearly all of the news 
favored the bears, and the extreme narrowness of the 
market tended to depression. Late continental cables 
were all weak and lower. May opened at 9655, against 
97 yesterday, touched 97°; a moment, sagged off with- 
out material reaction to 96, reacted slightly and closed 
steady at 96',4. 

The receipts of corn were about two hundred car- 
loads in excess of the estimated amount, and the late 
improvement in the grading was continued. This, to- 
gether with the weakness which ruled in the gfher 
pits, caused depression. The longs were disappoMted 
at the failure of. the anticipated squeeze 
in December, and threw their ho!d- 
ings over, while short selling was also ‘free, 
and at times azgressive. The weakness increased as 
the session progressed, under increased liquidation by 
the longs, and ihe close was at the bottom ficures of 
the day. December shows a loss of 2'4; Januarv a loss 
of le, and May a loss of ‘ec. 

Oats were duliand without feature. Light receipts 
of hogs, together with higher prices at the yards, gave 
a temporars ap >earance of strength to the market for 
hog products ui the opening, and lard had additional 
stimulus of an advance of 3 — in Liverpool, but the 
packers offered freely, and the grain markets turning 
weak, provisions followed, and slowly sagged off during 
the remainder of the session, closing at about the 
lowest prices of the day.

It looks 
now as if the contracts for December would be about 
the lowest, and that May would assume its «normal 
condition at the head of the list and bring the highest 
price. 

The speculative holders of provisions, like the wheat 
dealers, have been disposed to sell out and await the 
developments for the new year, thus causing a heavy 
market. Some parties who were long the other day on 
pork, and paid from 15 to 20c to carry it over, are now 
obliged to sell it out at 50@75c per barrel lower than 
they could have obtained in November. This old barrel 
pork has been, and still continues to be, a terror to all 
holders of hog product, which would otherwise bring 
better prices.

Sir: The article in Sunday’s CONSTITUTION was 
correct in every particular. An enterprise of 
this city will begin to make high-grade saw- 
mills as soon as the machinery for sucha purpose 
arrives. This concern is well known to you 
as the Warwick Machine Company, and you 
know personally nearly, if not quite, all of the 
stock holders. 

Who They Are. 

They are localcitizens of high social and 
financial standing. Someofthem are at the 
head of the largest industrial enterprises of 
the city and are men whose energy and prog- 
ressiveness have contributed largely to the 
present prosperity and future prospects of 
Augusta.

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GEORGIA AT CHICAGO. 


A Detailed Plan to Secure That Result 
Presented to the Public. 

Darton, Ga., December 22.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: The advanced position which THE ConsTI- 
TUTION has always occupied in the discussion of 
matters of public welfare gives me boldness to 
intrude my ideas as to matters which are now, 
and must necessarily continue for sometime to 
be freely discussed in the newspapers. 

The recent meeting of the Georgia editors must 
bear its fruit in some direction, It is not m 
Se to anticipate failure of the effort whic 

a8 been so cheerfully and spontaneously begun. 
No more ia it my ie to in any wise disparage 
its progress. nd while we are ali agreed 
as to the desirability of haying 
Georgia fairly represented at the Columbian 
exposition, we must eqttally coincide 
in the business proposition that there are two 
sides to the question. We may and we may not 
raise the money. And, if secured, it may and it 
may not accomplish results equal to the invest- 
ment. In other words, we may not get the largest 
results attainable from the use of 80 much eer: 

Here, then, are two propositions, the very basis 
of a successful exhibit. They both, necessarily, 
involve schemes in the popular acceptation of 
that term. 

My scheme is to adopt a plan which embraces 
a three-fold idea—one that wil) touch patriotism, 
ambition and selfishness ; that offers reward forthe 
best service performed, and at the same time ap- 
peals to every Georgian for a small contribution. 

the indications are that the year 1892 will be an 
off season in the way of fairs and expositions. 
Why may we not take advantage of this to hold 
a —— jan auxiliary exposition at Piedmont 
park‘ 

Let the State Agricritural Society, the alliance 
and the Piedmout Park Company unite in the 
effort, thus affording an active official support 
from every section of the state in its direction. 

The Piedmont exposition has developed the 
finest agricultural exhibits, by counties, that 
have ever been inade in the south. In their local 
diversity they have never been equaled anywhere. 

This result has been attained by an apprecia- 
tion on the part of the directory, of the fact that 
communities do not spontaneously co-operate 
in matters of public concern. There has got to be 
some cheerful, energetic leader, who has the 
nerve to move with determination. 

Now, to the plan—- 

Let the exposition company arrange for a No- 
vember fair. 

Let it otfer liberal premiums, not for the best 
county displays, but broaden the field:to senatorial 
districts, or groups of counties, rather making ita 
contest of managers of certain jurisdictions, 

These exhibits should be stipulated in quantity, 
as by 80 many bales, pounds, bushels, dozens, 
gallons, quarts, etc., of any variety. 

The scale of points should be determined by 
quality, variety and general excellence. 

The premiums, or actual allowments, should be 
liberal enough to cover cost of making them, and 
of three crades— 

Seven hundred dollars for first. 

Six hundred doilars for second. 

Five hundred dollars for third. 

The actual premiums to be the appointment of 
the best managers of these exhibits to make the 
State exhibit at the Chicago exposition. This 
would give a to merit. 

These entire exhibits, after the payment of thé 
money premiums, would become the property of 
the Georgia World’s Exposition Company, and 
placed under the care of the elected managers for 
preservation, removal and arrangement. They 
would comprise the Georgia exhibit, reinforced by 
such things as could be secured in their proper 
season the following year. 

Here we have the method in getting the very 
best agencies to work in selecting the best 
products of Georgia and in the best possfble shape 
for exhibition. 

This much accomplished, there are few patriotic 
Georgians that would not feel ita matter of duty 
and pride to go and see how the state was going 
to show up in the great national contest. Where 
these failed curiosity would impel. 

There would be no need of spectacular attrac- 
tions, The biggest agricultural and raw product 
show ever made would bring the crowds. 

The net earnings, backed by such contributions 
as could be secured, would bear the expense of the 
state exhibit at Chicago. 

Every Georgia railroad would do its part to 
make the expesition a success. 

Every Georgia newspaper would open its col- 
umns to bring Georgia together at the exposition. 

If this plan is a practical one, and it seems to be 
the only one yet developed into detail, it leaves 
little tobe done beyond securing the building, 
which ought easily to be made the work of public 
donation. 

The beauty and attractiveness of that building 
need not depend upon 80 large an expenditure as 
is generally supposed. 

ts architecture should be of such a character as 
would show Georgia material to its fullest extent, 
inevery shape, from the great unbarked logs in 
massive columns to the daintiest grained panels, 
and so in granite, limestone, inarble, slate, etc. 

And the workers in these materials could make 
indrvidual displays, while putting here and there 
a section of their furnishings to a practical help of 
the building. iH.

The Decatur Presbyterian Church Is 
Completed 


AT A COST OF EIGHTEEN THOUSAND 


Dollars—A Congregation That Will Soon 
Be Able to Celebrate Its Sev- 
entieth Anniversary. 


The last nail in the new Decatur Presbyte- 
rian church was driven yesterday, the final 
bit of work was done, and today the building 
stands a model of architecture and a credit to 
the people who built it. 

Work on it began last April, under the con- 
tractorship of Mr. William Bentsel, who 
built the Central Presbyterian church, of At- 
lanta. It is after that beautiful house of wor- 
ship that the Decatur building is modeled, 
and it is constructed of brick and Kentucky 


stone. 

The large lot, 300x400 feet, is now being put 
in a neat condition, and on next Sunday week 
the new church will be occupied for the first 


time. 

The pastur is Rev. F. H. Gaines, and on 
Sunday there will be twoevents of interest 
among the Decatur Presbyterians—the last 
service in their old and treasured house of wor- 
ship, and the third anniversary of the pastor- 
ship of Rev. Mr. Gaines. 

The new building was erected because of 
the heavy growth of the congregation and the 
failure of the old church to accommodate all 
who wished to worship there. When the 
Agnes Scott institute brought to Decatur 220 
young ladies, two-thirds of whom attended 
Sunday service regularly, steps were imme- 
diately taken to erect a new and suitable 
structure. 

A building committee was appointed con- 
sisting of Messrs. George W. Scott, M. A. 
Candler, H. F. Emery; J. A. Mason and N. P. 
Pratt. These gentlemen went to work, and in 
a remarkably short space of time $18,000 was 
subscribed by members of the congregation. 

The new lotin central Devatur was then 
bofight, and less than nine months ago ground 
was first broken. The work bas been rapidly 
pushed forward, and today stands ready for 
occupancy. 

The first floor will be devoted to a Sunday 
school and lecture room, with a seating ca- 
pacity of 500; the second story will be the 
church proper, and, with the gallery, can 
easily accommodate 750. The regular mem- 
bership is 260, but more than twice as many 
are found in the pews every Sunday. 

The deacons selected are, Messrs. C. M. 
Candler, W. J. Houston, G. A. Ramspeck, 
E. S. Lathrop, J. B. Swanton, J. A. Mason 
and B. 8S. Crane. 

The elders, Messrs. Robert Davis, General 
John B. Gordon, Judge J. W. Kirkpatrick, 
George W. Scott, L. Pitts and M. A. Candler. 

The clerk of the session is Colonel George 
W. Scott. 

The First Presbyterian church has had two 
previous buildings. 

The first was erected in 1822. It gave way 
twenty years later to the house of worship 
about to be abandoned, which is situated in 
east Decatur. There isa probability of re- 
modeling it and putting up a boys’ high 
school, but there bas as yet been no definite 
move in that direction. 

The new church will be dedicated in the 
latter part of January and arrangements for 
the time and the minute preparations are now 
under way. 

It will undoubtedly prove an eventful occa- 
sionin the Presbyterian church of DeKalb 
county.

HR WON'T HEAR IT 


Judge Clarke Refuses to Hear Steve 
Ryan’s Petition. 


THE CASE CANNOT BE REOPENED. 


The Full Text of the Decision and the 
Story of the Day in 
Court. 


Ryan must stay in jail. 
That is the effect of Judge Clarke’s decision 


in the phase of the case that came before him 


yesterday. 
When the court met yesterday morning at 9 


o'clock, very few people, save the lawyers, 
were in the courtroom. 

Without any delays or preliminaries, Judge 
Clarke announced that he had decided not to 
allow the petitioner to reopen the matter. 

Mr. Ryan was notin court at the time, and 
the bad news was carried to him by his lawyers 


a few hours later. 
The Court’s Decision. 
Judge Clarke’s decision was beard by the 
lawyers with the closest attention. 
It is given in full below: 
Stephen A. Kyan vs. Charles S. Kingsbery. Pe- 
tition for discharge from imprisonment. In 


Fulton superior court. 

The Hon. George F. Gober, judge of the Blue 
Ridge circuit, presiding in this court, adjudged in 
an order dated July 28, i891, that the said Kings- 
bery who had previously been appointed receiver 
of the assets of said Ryan, had demanded of him 
the possession of such assets; that the said Ryan 
had refused to deliver to said receiver the suin 
of $120,490.79 in money then in his hand, 
and forming part of such assets; that 
said Kyan was, accordingly, in contempt of 
the court, and that he be committed to the jail of 
Fulton county till he sbould purge himself of 
such contenipt. To this order the petitioner filed 
a bill of exceptions returnable to the October 
term, 1891, of the supreme court of this state. 
Upon a hearing had in the supreme court the 
judgment of jthe court below was affirmed. On 
November 28, 1891, the judgment of the supreme 
court was regularly entered upon the minutes of 
this court, and petitioner, who had been out under 
bond pending the proceedings in the supreme 
court, surrenuered himself and was placed in jail. 
On December 11, 1891, he filed a petition to the 
judge of this court tor discharge from custody,and 
aruile nisi was granted requiring said receiver 
and his complainants in the bill toshow cause ata 
time named why the prayer of the petition should 
not be granted. : 

The petitioner claims the right tobe relieved 
from imprisonment because the order for several 
reasons cited by him was improvidently granted, 
because the petitioner is now wholly unable to 
comply with the terms of the order, and because 
of certain newly discovered evidence. The case 
thus made is now before the court for considera- 
tion. The receiver demurs to the petition. He 
says that the order which the petitioner seeks to 
review cannot, under the tacts above recited, 
be the subject of inquiry, and that the petitioner 
“shows no fact transpiring since said final order 
entitling him tv haye the same modified.” It is 
urged by the eminent counsel who made the ar- 
gument for petitioner that @ judgment of con- 
tempt is one of such nature’ that it 
may be reviewed and annulled at the dis- 
cretion of the court pronouncing it. In 
support of this view he cites the case of 
Chipman against Baron, 2 Georgia, 220, and four 
other later cases in which the doctrine 1s reas- 
serted, 15 Georgia, 182; 50 Georgia, 336; 59 Geor- 
gia, 180, and 65 Georgia, 268. Ali these decisious 
relate to proceedings had against. fticers of court. 
I think, however, that their reasoning, and the 
language of some of them fairly interpreted 
would probably include any case of contempt. 
They sustain, too, the position contended for by 
the petitioner. it seems to me, however, that 
they are inapplicable to the cause at bar. In none 
of them was there any judgment of the supreme 
court before the motion for a rehearing was had 
in the lower ‘court. Here, after a 
full bearing, before a circuit judge, there was a 
bill of exceptions sued out to the supreme court, 
arcament had before that court, and a general 
judginent of affirmance rendered by it. There 
can ve no difference of opinion as to the mreaning 
of an affirmance. Where a judgment has been 
charged in the supreme court to be erroneous, 
and that judgment is affirmed, this is an adjudic:«- 
tion that such judgment is free fromerror. Wor 
is it material whether this affirmance is had after 
thorough discussion or follows asa iegal conse- 
quence of the dismissal of a bill of exceptions, or 
a refusal on some technical —— to consider a 
portion of such bill. In Hall et al. against Huff 
et al. where, attera bill of exceptions had been 
aismissed by the supreme court because the error 
complained of was not properly specified, tie 
complainants sought to escape the effect of the 
decision by a bill of review, that court held that 
“the dismissal of the writ of error operated as an 
affirmance of the decree, and it 18 res adjudicata 
between the parties.’’ 76 Georgia, 337. 

In respect toa judgment of the supreme court 
the trial court bas but one duty, and that is de- 
clared in our code in this language: 

‘The decision of the court, and any direction 
awarded in the case, shall be certified by the clerk 
to the court below ugderthe seal of the supreme 
court, and shall be respected, and in good faith 
carried into full effect by the superior court.” 

Iam, accordingly, of opinion that this court has 
no authority to inguire into the judgment of 
July 28, 1891. The conclusion here reached is the 
fame as that stated by the supreme court in 
Tiweatt against Kiddoo, 58 Georgia, 300. The 
head notes of that decision.are in these words: 

“After a remedial proceeding for contemnpt has 
been reviewed and affirmed by the supreme court, 
as tothe imprisonment ordered, and as to the 
terms prescribed in the order for avoiding im- 
prisonment, the terms will. not, before the im- 
prisonment has commenced, be changed because 
the party is unable to comply, unless he has be- 
come unable since the order was passed, De- 
fenses or excuses which were or might have been 
presented before are res adjudicata. 

“Matters urged in denial or excuse of a con 
tempt, or, on writ of error, heid insufficient, can- 
not be set up afterwards as purging the contempt, 
before any of the imprisonment has been sullered. 
The judge should not only refuse to treat the con- 
tempt as purged, but should, moreover, refuse to 
sign and certify the second bill of exceptions.” 

It appears in tbe case just quoted that the 
metion made by the parties who had been 
adjudged to be in contempt was presented before 
any imprisonment had commenced, and this fact 
is recited in the opinion. I think, however, that 
it 1s there for the purpose of accurate statement, 
and not because of any legal significance. No 
reason occurs to me why the motion could not 
have as well been entertained a day before impris- 
onment began as a day after. 

The showing as to newly-discovered evidence 
sees to me to be insufficient in respect to dili- 
gence, and cannot, therefore, be any ground for 
reopening the judgment of which the petitioner 
complains, if it be reviewable. 

Petitioner, asa further reason for the relief 
prayed, alleges that ‘it is now impossible for him 
to pay said sum of $120,490,79, because he has not 
Said sum,nor any part ofitin his possession, 

ower, custody or control.” He eran 
urther to aver that “he did not have or 
control said sum, or any part of it, from 
the said receiver when the same was demanded of 
him by said receiver.’ He sets out no fact what- 
ever, showing any change in the Situation, but 


bases his a inability to mage Hd with the. 
i 


order upon his inability at the time of its passage. 
He thus, in effect, contradicts the judgment, a 
thing he cannot be permitted to do, 

The petition is accordingly dismissed.

Judge Clarke intimates clearly that he will 
not sign a bill of exceptions, and it is doubtful 
if he will be asked to do so. | 

The consensus of opinion among the lawyers 
is that Ryan has no remedy whatever; that he 
must stay in jail.

Last Sanday night, at 126 Decatur street, at 
the orthodox Jewish synagogue, all the native 
Russian Hebrews of this city assembled and 
organized a relief association for the purpose 
of relieving and aiding their down-stricken 
brethren with as much as it is possible for them 


do. 

The following officers were unanimously 
elected for the ensuing term of six months: 
President, Leon Eplan: vice president, Schmu- 
lin; secretary, Posner; treasurer, Louis Lands- 
berger; trustees, Julius Jaffe, I. Goldwasser, 
Morris Mendel. 

The purpose of the organization is to pro- 
vide a relief fund to be raised among the Rus- 
sian refugees themselves for the benefit of 
their distressed countrymen. ‘The most of the 
Russian Jews of Atlanta are men of modest 
means, but so deep is their sympathy for their 
persecuted countrymen that they have de- 
cided to contribute a stipulated amount each 
month to be used as a relief fund. 

Messrs. Aaron Haas, David Kaufman, J. T. 
Eichberg, J. W. Wienkler and _ several 
other well-known gentlemen were 
present, and were elected honorary members 
of the society. There were fifty-five members 
enrolled. he outfook is that fully fifty addi- 
tional names will be presented for member- 
ship at the next regular meeting. Regular 
meetings of the society will be held at the 
synagogue the tirst Sunday in each month. 

The society respeétfully solicits aid and en- 
couragement from all Atlanta citizens in 
sympathy with the Russian Jews, the worst 
persecuted and distressed people on earth.

A PASSENGER'S — TRIALS. 


A Nickel Causes a Damage jSuit for Two 
Thousand Dollars. 

A peculiar suit has been filed in the 
superioy court. It isa suit for $2,000 damages 
against the Atlanta and Edgewood Street 
Railway Company. 

The plaintiff is . W. Heyer, whoa!leges in 
his declaration that on the 21st of December, 
1859, he was a passenger on the electric car of 
the Edgewood avenue iine; that he paid his 
nickel to the conductor and asked to. be put 
off at the corner of Jackson street; that the 
car did not stop at the corner, but went a short 
distance further where the streeton either 
side of the track was very muddy; that he de- 
clined to get. off here, telling the conductor be 
would ride on and disembark at this point on 
the returii trip.” “fe conductor soon came to 
Heyer and demanded his fare.
